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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection under 102(b) is maintained for 
reasons stated on the previous rejection dated November 29, 2006. Applicant urges that there was no public disclosure of the plant 
known under its Breeders Reference Number before PBR registration. This is not found persuasive because the breeder's reference 
number is irrelevant. The fact remains that the Dutch and Polish Plant breeder's Right applications were published more than one year 
prior to the filing date of this application and the instant cultivar was available to the public more than one year prior to the filing date of 
this instant application and that one of ordinary skill in the art could have obtain and reproduce the instant plant. Applicant urges that the 
sale of the claimed plant outside of the U.S. does not place one of ordinary skill in possession of (i.e., having knowledge of) the plant and 
how to reproduce it in the U.S., more than one year prior ot the filing date of the instant application. This is not found persuasive because 
the sale of the plant could occur anywhere in the world as long as the publication is enabled. The published PBR applications combined 
with the accessibility of the foreign sale placed the claimed invention in the possession of the public and the reproducibiliy of the plant as 
described in the Royal Horticultural Society Dictionay of Gardening 1992, vol. 1 (RHS) would bar patentability under 102(b) Applicant 
urges that there is no single reference which discloses all elements of the instant plant. This is not found persuasive because as stated 
above the PBR applications disclose the instant plant and the foreign sale of the instant plant, and the RHS reference describing how to 
asexually propagate the plant, more than one year prior to the filing date of the instant application would anticipate under 102(b).
